ORDER 

New Delhi, the 13th December 1965 

S.O. 3855.—In exerci.se oI the powers conferred by rule 126U of the Defenre ol 
India Rules, 1962, the Central Government, being of the opinion that It is necessary 
and expedient in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts every person trans^ 
porting gold, whether on his own behalf or on behalf of any other person or per¬ 
sons, vdth a view to tendering such gold as subscription for the issue of the 
National Defence Gold Bonds, 1980, from the operation of all the provisions ol 
Part XII-A (relating to Gold Control) of the said rules In re,spect of such gold; 

Provided that where the quantity of gold (other than ornament) to be transport¬ 
ed does not exceed two hundred grammes, the person transporting shall carry 
with him an application In the prescribed form duly completed for tendering such 
gold as aforesaid: 

Provided further that where the said quantity exceeds two hundred grammea, 
the application aforesaid shall have thereon an endorsement from an office autho¬ 
rised to receive the subscription and such endorsement shall bear a date not earlier 
than two days (exclusive of holidays) immediately preceding the date on which 
the gold IS transported. 
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
